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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8- 1 7 are allowed. 

Independent claims 8, 13 and 14 have been amended to overcome the prior arts of record. 
The prior arts of record do not suggest or disclose or render obvious categorizing the data calls as 
a plurality of data traffic streams, whereby each data traffic stream is associated with a different 
data terminal capability; identifying a set of possible cell statuses associated with the cell, each 
possible cell status corresponding to a different set of values {m h m 2 ,... m n } where m„ represents 
a number of data terminals associated with the i th data traffic stream and N represents the total 
number of data traffic streams, in combination with all other limitations in the claim, as specified 
in the claims. 

Independent claim 17 is allowable because the prior arts of record do not suggest or 
disclose or render obvious categorizing the data calls as a plurality of data traffic streams, 
whereby each data traffic stream is associated with a different data terminal capability; 
identifying a set of possible cell statuses associated with the cell, each possible cell status 
corresponding to a different set of values {m b m 2 ,... m n } where mj, represents a number of data 
terminals associated with the i th data traffic stream and N represents the total number of data 
traffic streams, in combination with all other limitations in the claim, as specified in the claim. 
Claims 9-12 and 15-16 depend on claim 8. Therefore, they are allowable.

Redden (US 5,504,938) teaches method and apparatus for varying apparent cell size in a 
cellular communication system. 

Dehner et al. (US 5,848,357) teach method and apparatus in a radio communication 
system for implementing a frequency reuse plan. 

Berg (US 5,920,607) teaches adaptive wireless cell coverage. 

Satarasinghe (US 5,974,3 18) teaches method and system for increasing capacity and 
improving performance of a cellular network.
